(BP  and  local  —  ■■■ 
reports)  —  Churches  could  face  six- 
figure  fines  if  they  continue  to  use 
wireless  microphones  that  operate 
within  a  spectrum  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  (FCC) 
has  set  aside  for  public  safety  entities. 

"Certain  wireless  microphones  have 
operated  in  frequencies  that  are  needed 
for  public  safety.  When  these  microphones 
were  first  designed,  the  frequencies  they 
used  were  in  between  the  frequencies  that 
television  stations  used  to  broadcast  teky 
vision  programs,"  the  FCC  erolained. 

"With  the  completion  of  the  digital 
television  (DTV)  transition  on  June  12, 

2009,  television  stations  no  longer  use 
the  frequencies  between  698  and  806 
MHz  (the  700  MHz  band)  for  broad¬ 
cast,"  the  FCC  stated.  "These  frequen¬ 
cies  are  now  being  used  by  public  safe¬ 
ty  entities  (such  as  police,  fire,  and 
emergency  services)  and  by  commer¬ 
cial  providers  of  wireless  services  (such 
as  wireless  broadband  services)."

when  it  fits  appropriately  within  the  ser¬ 
vice,  we'll  go  into  the  congregation  with 
wireless  microphones  and  get  people  to 
comment  on  a  particular  topic  that  we've 
touched  on  or  to  lead  in  prayer  at  a  spe¬ 
cific  time  or  to  have  a  testimony  from 
someone  who's  not  physically  able  to  get 
to  the  platform,  so  we  just  run  all  over 
the  place  with  those  wireless  micro¬ 
phones,"  Brewer  told  Baptist  Press. 

First  Church  was  prepared  for  the 
switchover  in  June  because  they  knew  it 
was  coming  about  a  year  and  a  half  in 
advance.  Brewer  said. 

"Once  we  knew  that  it  was  coming,  we 
began  to  set  money  aside.  When  we 
knew  that  it  was  going  to  cost  us  this 
much  money,  we  were  able  to  buy  it  in 
sections  because  not  only  did  you  have  to 
get  the  microphones  but  we  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  getting  of  course  the  receivers 
and  the  transmitters,"  Brewer  said. 

Even  though  the  wireless  microphones 
die  church  used  in  the  700  MHz  band  are  of 


good  quality  and  still  work  well,  they  are  of 
no  use  under  the  FCCs  new  regulation. 

"I  know  that  there  are  some  in  our 
town  that  aren't  quite  as  fortunate  as  we 
are  that  have  had  to  totally  do  away  with 
wireless  microphones  and  go  back  to 
cable  mikes,"  Brewer  said,  "so  there  are 
other  options  instead  of  having  to 
replace,  but  we^ve  just  been  blessed  to  be 
able  to  make  the  replacements  happen." 

Churches  are  advised  to  determine 
whether  the  wireless  microphones  they 


use  are  in  violation  of  the  FCC's  ban  on 
the  700  MHz  range.  Typically,  a  number 
followed  by  MHz  appears  on  the  back  or 
side  of  the  receiver,  and  if  it  falls  between 
698  and  806  MHz,  it  needs  to  be  set  aside. 

If  church  leaders  are  unsure  whether 
their  equipment  meets  the  new  standard, 
they  can  visit  fcc.gov  /  egb  /  wirelessmicro- 
phones  to  view  a  manufacturer's  list  of 
microphones  and  whether  they  comply. 

One  indication  that  a  microphone  is  in 
violation  of  the  ban  is  if  a  church  is  expe¬ 
riencing  interference  when  using  the 
wireless  device  "Typically,  if  they're 
receiving  interference,  then  they're  also 
causing  it,"  said  Matthew  iodine  of  the 
FCC s  Wireless  Communications  Bureau. 

Kent  Margraves  of  Sennheiser 
Electronic  Corporation,  a  microphone 
manufacturer,  told  Your  Church,  a  publi¬ 
cation  of  Christianity  Today,  that  in  most 
cases  churches  don't  use  a  large  number 
of  wireless  microphones  each  week. 

If  they  are  only  needed  for  larger 
events  such  as  concerts  and  pageants, 
churches  may  consider  renting  wireless 
devices  for  those  occasions  if  money  is  not 
available  to  replace  the  entire  collection. 

"Quality  rental  suppliers  will  have  up- 
to-date  equipment,"  Margraves  said.

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Commercials  promoting  Scientology  cult 


NASHVILLE,  Tern.  (BP)  — 
The  Church  of  Scientology  has 
launched  a  series  of  60-second 
ads  on  major  cable  channels  that 
tell  little  about  its  theology  and, 
the  ads'  tagline  notwithstanding, 
could  even  be  mistaken  for  ait  ad 
for  Christianity. 

The  three  commercials  have 
aired  on  such  channels  as  CNN 
and  can  be  viewed  on  YouTube. 
The  ads  have  been  labeled  as 
well-done  even  by  those  outside 
of  Scientology,  wKkh  is  listed  as  a 
cult  by  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention's  North  Amencan 
Mission  Board. 

"Are  die  ads  effective?  They're 
certainly  professional/'  Seth 
Stevenson,  who  rates  ads  for  the 
left-leaning  website  Slate.com, 
wrote.  "You've  got  to  be 
impressed  with  the  cinematogra¬ 
phy  and  editing.  The  high-bud- 
get  gloss  alone  will  likely  sway  a 
few  viewers  to  visit  Scientology's 
content-rich  Web  site." 

Founded  in  1954  by  science 
fiction  author  L  Ron  Hubbard, 
Scientology's  views  on  sin,  salva¬ 
tion,  and  Christ  are  unbibiicaL 
Yet  none  of  that  is  dear  in  the  ad* 
which  instead  focus  on  general 
themes  about  life. 


"We're  all  looking  for  it  Some 
of  us  have  been  looking  our 
whole  lives,"  a  male  narrator 
says  in  one  of  the  ad*  while  short 
snippets  of  a  person  gazing  out  a 
window,  a  college  student  sitting 
in  a  Haas,  and  a  person  walking 
down  a  library  aisle,  are  shown. 

Everyone  looks  inquisitive. 
"Some  think  they  can  buy  it 
Some  think  they  can  wear  it 
Some  travel  the  world  in  search 
of  It  Most  don't  even  know 
what  they  are  looking  for,  but 
we  all  reel  it  That  aching 
desire...  that  unexplainable 
emptiness  that  can  only  be  filled 
by  one  thing...  The  Truth." 

The  tagline  is  then  shown: 
"Scientology:  Know  yourself  ... 
Know  lifer 

That  particular  ad  is  labeled 
The  Search  on  Scientology's 
YouTube  channel.  The  other  two 
ads  are  labeled  You  and  life, 
v  "Yes,  Scientology  has  beautiful 
commercials  and  lofty  promises," 
Tal  Davis,  interfaith  evangelism 
coordinator  for  the  North 
American  Mission  Board,  wrote 
in  a  Baptist  Press  column.  "But 
the  tnitn  is  far  from  the  paradise 
they  portray  The  real  answers  to 
life's  questions  are  not  in  some 


faddish  therapy,  SdR  religion,  or 
'knowing  yourself/  They  are 
only  found  in  the  One  who 
damned  to  be  The  Way,  the 
Truth,  and  the  Life/  Jesus  Christ" 

In  addition  to  being  unbibii¬ 
caL  Scientology  also  can  be 
financially  costly,  Davis  said. 
According  to  NAMB's 
4Truth.net  website,  Scientology 
does  not  believe  in  a  personal, 
omniscient,  omnipresent  God 
as  do  Christians. 

"The  Church  of  Scientology 
International  has  no  dear  defut-~ 


ition  of  the  nature  or  person  of 
God,"  the  website  says. 
"References  to  a  Supreme  Being 
are  rare  in  Scientology  litera¬ 
ture,  calling  it  the  'eight 
dynamic'  or  'infinity/  lire 
Supreme  Being  is  denned  in 
vague,  pantheistic  terms  as 
embracing  the  allness  of  all/"

Friends  regard  Willis 
as  a  man  committed 
to  the  Lord's  work  —  ' 

14  years  of  mission 
work  in  Indonesia 
with  the  Foreign  (now 
International)  Mission  Board, 
later  stepping  into  the  role  of 
senior  vice  president  for  over¬ 
seas  operations  in  1993. 

Fie  wrote  and  contributed  to 
numerous  books  and  materials, 
including  the  MasterLife  disci¬ 
pleship  series  and  Biblical 
Basis  of  Missions. 

Willis  was  a  key  proponent 
of  Bible  storying  —  orally 
telling  stories  from  the  Bible 
as  a  method  of  discipleship 
and  a  sirhple,  effective  way  to 
communicate  the  truths  in 
die  Bible.  *  ^ 

"His  passion  for  engaging 
unreached  people  groups  lea 
in  directing  orality  strategies 
among  multiple  mission  agen¬ 
cies,"  said  Jerry  Rankin,  retir¬ 
ing  IMB  president  and  a 
Mississippi  native.

Willis  was  bom  on  Feb. 
1934,  in  Lepanto,  Ar.  He 
received  a  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  '  from  Oklahoma 
Baptist  University  in 
Shawnee  and  master  of  divin¬ 
ity  and  doctor  of  theology 
degrees  from  Southwestern 
Seminary  in  Fort  Worth. 

Wilis  served  as  pastor  of 
Center  Point  Church  in 
Wilburton,  Ok.,  from  1954-56; 
Sunset  Heights  Ghurch  in  Fort 
Worth  from  1957-60;  and 
Inglewood  Church  in  Grand 
Prairie,  Texas,  from  1960-64. 

Following  his  years  as  a  pas- 
Itoi;  he  and  his  wife  were 
appointed  as  missionaries  by 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 


serving  with  their  children  in 
Indonesia  from  1964-78. 

Willis  devoted  the  first  six 
y ears  of  his  mission  service  to 
evangelism  and  church  planti¬ 
ng.  He  spent  the  next  eight 
years  with  the  Indonesia 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary. 
He  was  a  professor  at  die  sem¬ 
inary  for  two  years  and  its 
president  for  six  years,  during 
which  time  he  wrote  the 
MasterLife  series  of  disciple¬ 
ship  handbooks  that  eventual¬ 
ly  were  translated  mto  more 
tnan  50  languages  and  used  in 
more  than  100  countries. 

After  missionary  service  in 
Indonesia,  Willis  served  for  15 
years  with  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board  (now  Life  Way 
Christian  Resources)  in  the 
adult  discipleship  department. 

Willis  returned  to  the  IMB  in  a 
vice  presidential  role  in  1993  and 
retired  in  2004.  At  the 
Amsterdam  2000  conference  on 
evangelism,  Willis  realized  the 


need  for  discipleship  materials 
for  oral  learners.  Seventy  percent 
of  unreached  people  groups  are 
functionally  illiterate,  and  the 
majority  ok  people  in  the  world 
either  cannot  or  will  not  read. 

Willis  worked  with  eight  Bible 
storytellers  to  develop  audio 
recordings  of  400  Bible  stones 

In  2004,  Willis  helped  orga¬ 
nize  fire  International  Orality 
Network,  which  focuses  on 
oral  learners.  He  also  helped 
develop  a  Bfele  stocying-baa*d 
discipleship  program  for 
American  churches  that  has 
been  piloted  by  Real  Life 
Ministries  in  Idaho. 

In  lieu  of  flowers,  Willis  had 
requested  that  donations  be 
made  to  the  Lottie  Moon 
Christmas  Offering  for 
International  MMons  or  the 
International  Orality  Network. 

He  leaves  behind  his  wife 
Shirley,  five  grown  children,  15 
grandchildren,  and  one  great¬ 
grandchild.

A  majority  of  self-identi¬ 
fied  Christians  surveyed  indi¬ 
cated  comfort  with  the  idea 
that  the  Bible  and  sacred 
books  from  non-Christian 
religions  all  teach  the  same 
truths  and  principles.

BBB  Is  it  too  late?

If  the  term  is  biblically 
defined,  then  no,  America  is  no 
longer  a  Christian  nation. 

Ine  critical  question  is, 
"What  now?"  Can  America 
experience  a  restoration  of 
Christian  faith  and  character  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  transform 
the  nation?  Absolutely  —  if  it  is 
approached  0n  God's  terms. 

His  terms  have  already  been 
stated  in  2  Chronicles  7:14.  "[If] 
...My  people  who  are  called  by 
My  name  humble  themselves 
and  pray  and  seek  My  face  and 
turn  from  their  wicked  ways, 
then  1  will  hear  from  heaven, 
will  forgive  their  sin  and  will 
heal  their  land." 

That  statement  was  delivered 
to  Solomon  by  God  upon  com¬ 
pletion  and  dedication  of  die 
Temple  in  Jerusalem  and  was  in 
response  to  a  rehearsal  of  tragic 
national  consequences  resulting 
from  human  arrogance  and  dis¬ 


obedience  in  the  nation  of  Israel. 

The  promise  was  made  to 
Israel.  In  the  case  of  Israel,  the 
nation  and  die  people  "called 
by  God's  nameA  are  one  and 
the  same.  Such  is  not  so  in  any 
other  nation,  including 
America.  However,  I  believe 
the  promise  may  be  applied  to 
the  people  in  America  who  are 
called  by  God's  name  —  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  possibility  of  national 
transformation  lies  not  with 
patriotic  fervor  for  the  American 
state  and  its  culture,  but  with  the 
influence  of  Christ's  church 
upon  that  culture.  The  weak  link 
in  the  transformation  of  ar  nation 
is  the  individual  Christian's  ful- 


fillment  of  responsibility. 

God  is  faithful  He  will  take 


care  of  His  part,  so  let's  take  a 
look  at  our  part  of  the  deal: 
Humble  self.  Pray.  Seek  God. 
Turn  from  sin.  <• 
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Consider  the  first  responsibil¬ 
ity  —  humility.  Praying,  seeking 
God,  and  turning  from  sin  follow 
rather  smoothly  if  we  get  a  grip 
on  hunibling  self,  but,  mere's  the 
rub.  What  we  are  talking  about  is 
total  unconditional  surrender  of 
one's  self  to  the  rule  of  God.  .  ® 

Surrender  and  the  humiliation 
of  one's  self  is  more  than  simply 
an  unpleasant  thought  It  is  con¬ 
trary  to  every  trace  of  human 
nature,  American  spirit,  and 
sense  of  rightness  within  us.  Yet 
that  is  the  requirement  of  God. 

"Ypu  shall  love  the  Lord  your 
God  with  all  your  heart  and  with 
all  your  soul  and  with  all  your 
might"  (Deuteronomy  6:5; 
repeated  by  Jesus  in  Matthew 
22*37).  That  word  "all"  is  the 
catch.  It  speaks  of  the  entirety  of 
one's  being  with  no  hedge. 

Christian,  you  say  you  want 
to  see  a  spiritually  transformed  I 
nation.  Here's  the  A  plan:  Stop 
praying  for  revival  restoration 
transformation  or  any  other  of 
the  "church  dub"  words  we  use 
so  easily.  Start  praying  for  bro¬ 
kenness —  not  of  all  those  other* 
but  of  yourself .  Ask  God  to  teach 
you  about  surrender  and  humili-  i 
ationand  the  rule  of  God  in  you. 

There  is  no  plan  B.

These  first  six  verses  were 
Paul's  defense  to  those  who  were 
scrutinizing  his  ability  to  be  a 
minister  of  the  gospel.  In  the  first 
century,  chuich  letters  of  intro¬ 
duction  were  often  used  as  a 
means  of  authenticating  a 
teacher.  The  use  of  the  word  com¬ 
mend  means  "to  introduce". 
Was  Paul  going  to  have  to  intro¬ 
duce  himself  all  over  again? 
Certainly  not!  The  Corinthian 
church  was  dose  to  his  heart

Paul's  letter  to  the 
Corinthians  was  writ-

Leathers  Spirit  of  the  Hying 
God  and  the  message 
was  written  on  die  tablets  of 
human  hearts  (new  covenant) 
not  on  tablets  of  stone  (old 
covenant).  This  is  the  adequacy 
from  God — to  rely  upon  His 
Spirit. 

Stand  By  the  Gospel 
2  Cot  4:1-5 

"We  have  this  ministry", 
wrote  Paul  "A  glorious  ministry 
that  brings  men  life,  salvation, 
and  righteousness;  a  ministry 
that  is  able  to  transform  men's 
lives.  This  ministry  is  a  gift — we 
receive  it  from  Goa.  It  is  given  to 
us  because  of  God's  mercy,  not 
because  of  anything  we  are  or  we 


have  done"  (see  1  Timothy  1:12- 
17)  (Barclay). 

Paul  reminds  his  readers  he 
did  not  preach  anything  but 


house  for  you"  (v.  lib).  Through 
Nathan,  God  reveals  that 
David's  kingdom  would  culmi¬ 
nate  In  the  coming  of  the 
Messiah:  "He  is  the  one  who  will 
build  a  house  for  my  Name,  and 
1  will  establish  the  throne  of  his 
kingdom  forever.  1  will  be  his 
father,  and  he  will  be  my  son"  (v. 
13).  This  passage  also  foreshad¬ 
ows  Solomon's  role  in  his  father 
David's  kingdom,  with  the 
building  of  the  Temple  itself,  but 
the  reign  of  die  Messiah  would 
go  on  forever.  Imagine  David's 
excitement  when  he  learned  that 
the  Messiah  would  be  known  as 
the  Son  of  David! 

AH  decisions  we  make  need 
to  be  evaluated  to  be  sure  that 
they  align  with  God's  perspec¬ 
tive.  God  gives  us  all  assign¬ 
ments,  and  the  challenge  for  us 
is  to  be  diligent  in  completing 
them  according  to  His  will  for 
us.  How  do  we  know  when 
we're  missing  the  mark?  Only 
by  seeking  His  heart  and  His 
alone,  laying  aside  any  selfish 
notion  of  thinking  we're  in 
charge,  and  adjusting  our  lives 
to  conform  to  His. 


"Christ  Jesus  as  Lord."  This 
entire  secton  deals  with  the  glory 
of  God  being  shown  in  Jesus 
Christ — "the  One  who  has  shone 
in  our  hearts  to  give  the  Light  of 
the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of 
God  in  the  face  of  Christ* .  This  is 
the  Word  and  the  Truth  we  are  to 
stand  upon. 

Concentrate  On  the  Eternal 
2  Cot  4:15-18 

'Tor  I  consider  that  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  this  present  time  are  not 
worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  * 
dory  that  is  to  be  revealed  to  us 
(Romans  8:18).  Once  again  Paul 
emphasizes  the  "fight  affliction  is 
producing  for  us  an  eternal 
weight  of  glory  far  beyond  com¬ 
parison.  "In  the  Old  Testament  we 
read  ..."  so  that  the  priests  could 
not  stand  to  minister  because  of 
the  doud,  for  die  dory  of  die 
LORD  filled  the  house  of  God"  (2 
Chronides  5:14X  This  helps  us  to 
get  a  picture  of  what  Goers  glory 
is  ana  what  is  to  come  (Ezekiel 
43:1-5).  How  can  I  concentrate  on 
die  eternal?  Paul  tells  us  to  look 
at  the  things  not  seen,  look 
beyond  the  physical  to  the  spiri¬ 
tual,  and  stay  focused  on  His 
ministry  and  bringing  Him  glory. 


Humble  Submission 
(2  Samuel  7:18 -21) 

How  easily  did  humility  come 
to  Da'tid?  In  this  final  passage, 
we  sen  David  coming  humfiy 
before  God  and  acknowledging 
His  leadership.  This  is  a  terrific 
example  for  us  to  follow  today. 

In  verse  18,  David  shows  total 
amazement  and  submission. 
"Who  am  l  O  Sovereign  Lord, 
and  what  is  my  family  mat  you 


ana  wnat  is  my  tamiiy  that  you 
have  brought  me  this  far?"  David 
knew  that  any  blessings  that  he 
.would  receive  were  out  of  God's 
grace  and  totally  undeserved. 
Many  times  in  2  Samuel  David 
identifies  himself  as  the  servant 
of  God.  As  a  servant  his  attitude 
was  that  of  one  who  waits  for 
and  acts  on  orders  given. 

As  did  DavidT  we  are  to 
come  before  God  in  humility 
and  gratefulness  for  all  He  has 
done  for  us.  Submission  may 
not  come  easily  or  naturally,  but 
the  blessings  of  obedience  are 
ours  as  we  follow  Him.
